No  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  notified  during  1949,  and 
only  one  death  occurred  from  non-respiratory  T.B. 

It  should  be  noted  however  that  the  above  table  only  shews 
new  cases  notified,  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year 
1949.  It,  of  course,  does  not  show  the  number  of  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  within  the  borough. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.

Iam  indebted  to  the  Borough  Surveyor  for  the  following  infor¬ 
mation  on  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  Borough. 


Water  Supplies. 

The  Borough  obtains  water  supplies  from  two  sources 
namely,  from  a  borehole  153  feet  in  depth  at  Park  Road,  and 
from  three  springs  feeding  a  shallow  well  at  Holloway.  The 
water  is  pumped  by  centrifugal  pumps  to  a  water  tower  of 
55,000  gallons  capacity,  whence  it  reaches  the  consumers  by 
gravity.  A  bulk  supply  is  given  to  the  Malmesbury  Rural 
D  istrict  Council. 

The  average  daily  quantity  of  water  pumped  for  use  in  the 
Borough  was  87,000  gallons,  representing  32  gallons  per  day  per 
head  of  population,  estimated  at  2,700.  In  addition  an  average 
of  25,000  gallons  per  day  were  supplied  to  the  Malmesbury 
Rural  District  Council.  The  two  sources  have  given  a 
satisfactory  supply,  as  regards  both  quantity  and  quality,  and, 
whilst  as  a  precautionary  measuie,  the  Holloway  source  was 
used  as  little  as  possible  during  the  dry  spell  of  weather,  there 
was  never  any  necessity  to  impose  any  restrictions  on 
consumption. 

The  only  form  of  treatment  the  water  receives  is  chlorina¬ 
tion  by  the  drip  feed  method,  and  this  is  regularly  carried  out 
at  both  sources  of  supply.  F requent  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  water  are  made. 

After  a  great  deal  of  consideration,  the  Council  decided  to 
proceed  with  their  scheme  for  improving  the  water  supplies  as 
originally  proposed  by  their  Consulting  Engineers,  and  the 
scheme  is  now  before  the  Ministry  of  Health.  As  the  Council’s 
proposals  run  hand-in-hand  with  a  scheme  of  the  Malmesbury 
Rural  District  Council  for  adjoining  portions  of  their  District, 
the  Ministry  has  intimated  that  a  joint  inquiry  for  the  two 
schemes  will  be  held.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  whole  of  the  Borough  is  served  by  an  obsolete  system 
of  sewers,  which  discharge,  through  small  catchpits,  into  the 
river.  There  are  no  works  for  the  treatment  and  disposal  of  the 
sewage,  and  pollution  of  the  River  Avon  occurs.  The  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers  have  almost  completed  the  details  of  the 
scheme  for  the  provision  of  sewage  disposal  works  and  trunk 
sewers  for  the  Borough,  and  it  will  shortly  be  ready  for  presenta¬ 
tion  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.

I  regret  that  again  I  have  to  report  to  you  that  the  routine 
Public  Health  work  has  not  been  carried  out  to  the  extent  it 
might  have  been,  due  to  the  amount  of  work  that  has  arisen  in 
the  other  departments  under  my  control,  and  also  due  to  illness, 
which  kept  me  away  from  the  office  for  two  months.  Efforts 
will  be  made  to  catch  up  with  the  arrears  of  work  during  the 
coming  year. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee, 
and  also  His  Worship,  the  Mayor,  and  other  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  matters  concerning 
Public  Health  that  have  arisen  from  time  to  time.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  Karrier  “Bantam”  7  cubic  yard  vehicle,  which  was 
brought  into  service  towards  the  end  of  last  year,  has  given 
satisfactory  service,  and  has  proved  to  be  quite  adequate  for 
refuse  collection  in  the  Town. 

The  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly,  and  tipped  at  a  site 
two  miles  out.  Periodic  treatment  for  rats  and  other  pests  is 
carried  out.  Some  trouble  was  experienced  in  the  summer  with 
regard  to  flies,  and  the  occupier  of  the  land  on  which  the  tip  is 
situated  gave  notice  that  refuse  must  be  burnt  before  being  tipped. 
An  attempt  at  incineration  for  a  period  of  three  months  was 
made  at  the  Park  Road  Depot,  where  the  old  boiler  plant  had 
been  converted  for  use  as  an  incinerator,  but  it  was  found  that 
the  plant  was  too  small  to  deal  with  the  quantity  of  refuse 
collected,  and  the  costs  of  disposal  rose  considerably,  due  to  the 


overtime  required  to  be  worked  in  order  to  clear  each  week’s 
collections.  The  occupier  was  eventually  persuaded  to  allow 
tipping  to  be  resumed. 

Salvaged  paper  and  cardboard  is  collected  with  the  refuse, 
and  a  special  salvage  collection  is  made  once  monthly  from 
business  premises.  During  the  year  the  price  received  for 
salvage  was  reduced  by  one-half,  and  the  Council  were  fortunate 
in  still  being  able  10  dispose  of  it,  as  many  Local  Authorities 
found  that  the  salvage  merchants  were  no  longer  able  to  take  it. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  39  tons  8  cwts.  was  collected, 
realising  £124-16-3. 

Shops  under  the  Shops  Acts. 

The  conditions  of  employees  in  shops  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Shops  Acts  are  generally  satisfactory,  and  no  serious 
breaches  of  the  Acts  were  found  from  inspections  made. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk. 

One  milk  producer  and  four  milk  retailers  are  in  the  Borough. 
The  dairies  of  two  of  the  retailers  are  situated  outside  the 
Borough.  One  of  the  dairymen  in  the  Borough  has  recently 
built  a  new  dairy,  and  installed  modern  machinery  for  bottling, 
washing  and  sterilising.  There  are  no  pasteurisation  plants  and 
no  producers  of  Teberculin  Tested  or  Accredited  milk  in  the 
Borough. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  came 
into  force  during  the  year,  together  with  various  Orders  and 
Regulations  made  thereunder.  Briefly,  the  position  now  is  that 
dairy  farms  and  dairy  farmers  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  whilst  retailers  and  their 
premises  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Council  or 
District  Councils,  both  for  untreated  milks  and  designated  milks. 
Both  dairymen  in  the  Borough  are  licensed  to  sell  Pasteurised 
milk,  and  one  of  them  is  also  licensed  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk. 

Eleven  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  i 9+9,  and  one  notice  was  served  for  limewashing. 

Bakehouses. 

There  is  one  bakehouse  in  the  Borough,  and  five  inspections 
were  made  during  the  year,  resulting  in  two  notices  being  served 
for  limewashing.  A  great  deal  of  the  bread  distributed  is  baked 
outside  the  district. 


Meat. 

There  is  no  slaughtering  of  meat  for  sale  within  the  Borough, 
the  meat  being  brought  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  slaughterhouse 
at  Chippenham  to  a  distributing  depot,  where  it  is  allocated  to 
to  the  hve  butchers  in  the  town.  Continual  observation  is  kept 
on  the  methods  of  transport  of  the  meat,  both  at  this  end  and  at 
Chippenham.  In  the  near  future  the  town  will  be  receiving  its 
meat  from  Cirencester  and  not  Chippenham. 

The  killing  of  pigs  for  private  owners  continued  during  the 
year  at  the  Bacon  Factory,  and  on  the  1st  October,  killing  was 
resumed  for  the  Ministry  of  Food.  Notice  of  slaughter  for  twice 
a  week  has  been  given,  and  all  pigs  killed  are  examined  for 


disease.

Foodshops. 

Inspections  of  foodshops  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
have  been  maintained,  although  not  to  the  extent  I  should  like 
to  have  seen,  owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  work.  Such 
inspections  as  were  made  disclosed  no  serious  lack  of  cleanliness, 
either  in  the  premises  or  in  the  handling  of  food. 

There  are  two  fish  frying  shops  in  the  Borough,  in  both  of 
which  a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained.  One 
mobile  fish  and  chip  van  is  kept  in  the  Borough,  but  operates 
in  the  Malmesbury  Rural  District. 

The  five  butchers’  shops  are  all  registered  under  Section  14 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
sausages,  and  all  premises  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  seven  shops  selling  ice  cream,  including  one  where 
ice  cream  is  made.  The  other  six  sell  pre-wrapped  products, 
stored  at  regular  temperature  by  refrigeration.  Regular 
inspections  were  made  of  all  these  premises.

Housing. 

During  the  year  12  families  were  re-housed  as  a  result  of 
the  completion  of  the  Council’s  second  post-wmr  housing  scheme 
of  12  houses.  A  tender  for  the  1949  allocation  of  8  traditional 
houses  has  been  accepted,  and  the  Ministry  has  also  agreed  to  a 
special  allocation  of  24  Cornish  Unit  houses,  which  includes  the 
allocation  for  1950  of  4  houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
still  135  applicants  on  the  waiting  list,  requiring  accommodation. 

It  was  not  possible  to  make  any  houses-to-house  inspections 
again  this  year,  and  the  housing  statistics  recorded  in  the 
followsng  tables  are  mainly  the  result  of  action  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  Act.
